Paul, M arch 31.— Senator H orton 
called up tho capitol bill T h ursday 
ami moved its passage, n o tw ith sta n d ­ 
ing the 
veto of Governor 
Johnson. 
The veto m e ssag e of th e governor was 
received by th e sen ate on Tuesday. 
Senator Schaller asked th a t tho bill 
be read, at; h e did not know exactly 
the n a tu re of its provisions. 
The bill w as read. 
S enator Hi hailer, opposing th e bill, 
said it w as a now d epartu re in legis­ 
lation. 
E ith e r the capitol w as com ­ 
pleted or th e senators were te n a n ts at 
will. 
Fie 
thought, 
for all 
practical 
purposes, 
th e capitol building 
was 
completed. 
Senator Wit hers! inc said he recog­ 
nized th e uselessness of saying any­ 
thing at th is time. 
He appealed for 
fair play. 
H e realized that a m ajority 
of the se n a te had already reached a 
conclusion. 
Senator McGill of R am sey on behalf 
of the R epublican m em bers, read tho 
statem ent prepared by a com m ittee 
consisting of Senators Lord, Brower, 
W ilson, Som erville and H orton. Tab 
sta te m e n t iii brief, was to the effect 
that th e R epublican m em bers of the 
senate in th eir action on th e Horton 
bill, w ere not governed by any per­ 
sonal pique 
or party 
consideration. 
They held tho capitol to be not com ­ 
pleted and that the com m ission bas 
not finished its work. 
In short, they 
hold tho w hole m a tte r to be a differ 
erne cf opinion between th em and the 
governor as to a m atter of detail and 
expediency.

T h e Horton bill w as passed 
by a vote of 87 to 25, I I R epublicans 
voting against the m easure. 
T he se n a te passed tw o of t hi* seven 
bills on th e calendar, one of them lie 
ing S en ato r H orton’s m e asu re m aking 
it a m isdem eanor for coal dealers to 
short weight 
their cu stom ers 
win ti 
selling th em coal. 
Excellent headway was m ade by the 
com m ittee of the whole, SB out of the 
51 bills listed being n*commeni!ed to 
pass.

J. A. A nderegg argued for the 
co m m ittee report. 
T h e vote on the proposed reversal

The bill w as indefinite ly post­ 
poned. 
T he house passed 
tin* com m itter 
bill authorizing counties 
to brens* 
h a w k e rs and peddlers and fixing m axi­ 
m u m tax a t $100. 
T he vote was 70 
to 25. 
The Gill had th e indorsem ent 
of th e retail g rocers’ a s s o c ia tio n s . 
T hough strongly opposed when first 
introduced, Mr. R o b e rt’s bill, prohlb

polling place, passed 
the house.

hibition only to cities of 75,000 and 
over.

T he qu estio n o f the a p p aren t discrep­ 
ancy between the am o u nt to be raised 
by reso lu tio n o f the bo ard, $-15,005, fo r 
tho su ppo rt o f the scho o ls the co ming 
year, and the am o u nt actu ally raised, 
acco rding to the au dito r's levy, $50,165, 
came u p fo r co nsiderable discu ssio n. 
Pro f. H artley stated th e mo ney wo u ld 
be needed the co ming year o r the next 
a t least, to renew th e heating plants in 
so me o f the bu ildings. 
It was bro u g ht 
o u t also th a t th e excessive levy this 
year o u gh t to resu lt in ligh ter levies in 
fu tu re years.

Board 
of Education 
Hold 


Meeting Last Ni^ht 


FINANCIALMATTERSCONSIDLRED 


St. Cloud System Ur^ed-Principal 


to Have Authority and Held 


Accountable for Results 


The board of education hold an in­ 
formal meeting last night to confer with 
the committee of the Commercial Chil) 
over school affairs. The committee had 
a written report, or rather suggestion of 
budgets of expenses which tho club 
wishes presented for the consideration 
of tho board. The report was as fol­ 
lows: 
Gentlemen: 
“ We herewith subm it for your con­ 
sideration the following estimate of ex­ 
penses for school year 1905-6 and would 
respectfully request th a t you give this 
your most earnest consideration. 
We 
are sure you realize tho condition of our 
finances and the excessive taxes we are 
paying and will agree with us that it is 
necessary to practice the most rigid 
economy. 
We wish you to understand 
that we realize th at whatever is done in 
the way of economy must corno from 
your Honorable body and sincerely hope 
you will co-operate with us to that end. 
It may be possible we have overestimat­ 
ed on some of these items, 
lf such is 
tho case we trust you will make the 
necessary red uctions.”

Upon suggestion of onejof the mem­ 
bers the schedule was taken up an item 
at a time and considered. 
In many in­ 
stances the .schedule had been taken 
from tho annual estimate of the board 
of education and only in a few instances 
was there any difference of opinion as 
to the amounts needed. 
The first item to receive much dis­ 
cussion was that of text books and clerk. 
Over this there was a decided difference 
of opinion. 
Several members of the club commit­ 
tee strongly urged th a t the text book 
departm ent be made self sustaining if 
possible. 
One of the board members 
objected to making any profits on tho 
books, but members of tim committee 
urged that a m erchant in arriving at 
th** cost of his goods added freight and 
fixed charges and th at the schools were 
not making a profit when they barely 
added enough to cover loss and actual 
expenses. 
The discussion of the item for library 
anti apparatus brought out the fact 
that there was a state donation am ount­ 
ing this year to about SI ,300 which could 
by law be used only for Ii bra ry and ap­ 
paratus for tho high school. 
That dis­ 
posed of consideration of that item. 
The item of miscellaneous expenses 
was explained to cover lights, water and 
telephone rents and other similar ex­ 
penses. 
i t was 
left untouched and 
practically unquestioned. 
< )n the matter of special teachers the 
committee had left tho amount blank, 
it being the opinion of a majority of the 
members of the committee thatjin view 
of the financial condition of tho’cityand 
school district it would be inadvisable 
to continue these special departm ents 
until the finances were in better shape. 
Attorney Larson was called for and 
stated that a result of his observation 
in the matter of music had been that 
pupils from schools where there were no 
special instruction in music were as a 
rule just as good singers as those where 
there was. 
Dr Thabes believed this was an age 
of specialization and that the schools 
should have special teachers in these 
branches at all costs. 
F. II. Gruenhagen took the ground 
th at these things were desirable but un­ 
necessary and that when retrenchment 
became as imperative as it is in Brain­ 
erd at present he thought th at the un­ 
necessary things should be sacrificed. 
Ju d d W right took the same stand while 
admitting that his family had profited 
by music in the schools. Thoro was 
some talk along the same line as to the 
commercial course also. 
Mr. Thompson, of the school board 
stated th a t he had taken pains to write 
to many of the principal cities in Minne­ 
sota as to the expense in these lines and 
found that with the exception of the 
twin cities and Duluth, which were 
away outside of our class, Brainerd was 
paying more than any other city in the 
state for special instructions in music 
and drawing. 
The following figures were given him: 
St. Cloud, per m o n th.....................$ 65 OO 
Stillwater, per m onth.................... 
70 OO 
Red Wing, per month ***.......... 
62 50 
Faribault, per month$60.00 and. 
70 OO 
Cro<jkston, no special teachers 
Owatonna, both branches 
50 OO 
Prof. Hartley stated that with the 


large number of pupils in each room 
hero it was impossible for the regular 
teachers to devote the time to tho spe­ 
cial branches. 
It was stated that in St. Cloud the 
special teacher in drawing taught the 
other teachers and they in turn taught 
tho pupils. 
On the item of janitor service tho fig­ 
ures of the club committee were $900 
less than the board is paying at present. 
A member of tho committee observed 
th at Brainerd was giving rent, fuel and 
lights on top of tho same salaries paid 
elsewhere. 
Prof. Hartley replied th at 
the saving in damage to tho buildings 
was equal to tho rent. 
And that while 
men could be gotten to do the mere 
janitor work at less, that the men they 
had were worth that mu Hi more be­ 
cause they took good care of tho build­ 
ings and had good control of tho pupils. 
T heclubcom m itteestated th at it had an 
offer from a good man to do the work in 
tho Washington building for $75 
a 
month. The cost is now, according to 
tho figures given by the board last 
night, 890. 
Mr. Swanson, the janitor, 
asked to bo hoard anti explained tho 
largo amount of work to bo done and 
expressed 
doubt if it could be 
done 
cheaper. 
The question of the apparent discrep­ 
ancy between th** amount to be raised 
by resolution of the board, $45,095, for 
tho support of tho schools tho coining 
year, and tho amount actually raised, 
according to the auditor’s levy, 856,463, 
carne up for considerable discussion. 
Prof. Hartley stated the money would 
be needed the coming year or tho next 
at least, to renew the heating plants in 
some of the buildings. 
It was brought 
out also th at the excessive levy this 
year ought to result in lighter levies in 
future years. 
The committee urged tho considera­ 
tion of tho St. ( ’loud system by the 
board. This system is, in short, to make 
the superintendent in fact what he is in 
name. There the board appropriated a 
lump sum for each of the several de 
paym ents of tho school work, for the 
year, and it is placed in tho hands of the 
superintendent and he has the entire 
charge of hiring the teachers, buying 
the supplies and fuel, etc., and he is 
held responsible for securing results. 
After discussion of the various ques­ 
tions Mr. Congdon 
moved that tho 
board extend their thanks to tho ( ’otn- 
tnereial Club for their interest and as­ 
sistance arui th a t tho board give the 
m atters their serious consideration and 
endeavor to comply with their requests 
for economy so far as consistent with 
tho best interests of the schools.

th a t he could not interfere, and so far 
as known Sheriff Erickson did not in 
terfere with last night’s proceedings. 
There was a hustle and a bustle 
around town last night after it had been 
discovered that there was some com­ 
munication between Sheriff Erickson 
and Governor Johnson and the fact that 
the governor of this great stato of Min­ 
nesota did not want his subjects to wit­ 
ness a prize light made the event all the 
more attractive. 
The “tip” had been 
given that the event would be pulled off 
in the little village in the pines after the 


D uluth train had reached there and 
consequently there was a large crowd 
at tho depot when the m idnight train 
arrived. 
I t was some time before it was ascer­ 
tained that Sheriff Erickson would not 
interfere with the principals, b u t when 
this fact became known there was good 
feeling in the camp and the prospects 
were good for a “genuine” event. 
No. 13 pulled out of Brainerd with at 
least a hundred people aboard and there 
were nearly fifty people who drove out 
in rigs. There were also parties from 
Aitkin, Staples and Little Falls, 
When the bunch arrived at Pillager 
everything was on the Q. T. and there 
was a merry shuffling of feet to get to 
the hall before the big event was pulled 
off. 
A large hall used for meeting 
places, etc., had been secured for the 
event and some of those who drove to 
Pillager yesterday afternoon had pre­ 
pared a regulation ring and seating ac­ 
comodations around the hall. 


7’he fun commenced immediately up­ 
on the arrival of No. 13, when the Brain­ 
erd contingent arrived with the boys 
who were to appear under the lime 
light. 
Everyone rushed into the hall provid 
ed and in a few minutes the referee and 
time keepers wore selected. 
While this 
was going on the president of the vil­ 
lage arose in a scat in tin* crowd and 
stated what he thought was and was not 
right in regard to prize tight-- as rogu 
lated by tile statutes of tho state. 
lie 
stated that he had a telepone from the 
deputy sheriff of Cass county to stop 
the tight if possible and thought he 
would be compelled to do something if 
things did not look right to him.

stated also that he would hold those 
who were putting the thing on for any 
infraction of the law.

Sm ith and his wife at Cincinnati, ac­ 
cording to the local authorities, will 
have an important bearing upon the 
new trial of Nan 
Patterson on the 
charge of murder, set for April 10. 
At a previous trial an attempt was 
made to prove that the revolver with 
which Young was shot was purchased 
by Smith and a woman the day before 
th<* tragedy occurred.

United States tor the creditors and

until 
the Am erican senate and tho Domini 
ran congress ad upon 
ho Dawson- 
Sanchez convention; then. if the con­

posit shall l r paid to the creditors in 
fair proportion, but ii the convention

J. Morgan Smith. His W ife and Nan

York, March 31.—The grand 
jury in this city during the day hand­ 
ed down indictments against J. Mor­ 
gan Smith, .Dilia Smith, his wife, and 
Nan Patterson charging them jointly 
with conspiracy.
